Dear Editor 

I have now lived in the village for nearly 20 years and 
seen nothing but decline. I have to agree wholeheart- 
edly with R Bishop - the status of the barber's shop is 
now untenable. We as a village have been more than 
patient, but our patience has now run out. 

GET IT KNOCKED DOWN NOW! 

No more excuses or delays. I have not recently spoken 
to anybody who supports the Parish Council's desire to 
keep it until the paper work is complete. Do what you 
are elected for and support the villager’s need for this 
eyesore to go. I no longer think that the position of the 
shop is conducive to any building and in fact think any 
business there would be a greater health and safety 
issue than the one already existing. In recent years I 
have seen several accidents caused by cars and lorries 
pulling into and out of the lay by in front of this 
monstrosity, and if it were a working building it would 
be even worse. The building should go immediately and 
the lay by with it. 

However, I do not agree that it is the main cause of low 
house prices in Bar Hill. I think that is down to 3 more 
factors of far greater importance: 

1) The Al4 Bar Hill is locked in, with only the Al4 
as access. I have spoken to countless people who think 
that Bar Hill would be a wonderful place if only it 
wasn’t for the Al4. We must petition the County 
Council and Government to have an alternative access 
road into the village. Dry Drayton’s pathetic excuses no 
longer stand up. They are condemning the people of 
Bar Hill to an untenable health and safety risk. Also a 
link road must be included to Lolworth who, again, are 
land locked by the Al4. 

2) Tesco So many people regard Bar Hill pure and 
simply as Tesco land and Tesco’s attitude to the village 
is unacceptable. It is the source of much of its labour 
force. I need only to remind villagers of the insulting 
support given to our 40” anniversary féte last year. 

3) Our own publicity It’s dire—we don’t publicise 
how great the village is and many of our own villagers, 
who only use it as a cheap dormitory, add to 
this perception by actively running the village down. 
Sadly also the Bar Hill News ...Whilst those that 
produce it must be congratulated for their effort... is it 
an effort worth continuing? It does not promote a 
vibrant inviting village. Look at other publications 
produced by far smaller villages round us. What was 
acceptable 30 years ago is no longer acceptable today. 
It should be professionally produced on decent paper, 
with decent pictures of village life. With several ex- 
Cambridge Evening News editorial staff, even ex- 
national paper journalists and book writers living here, I 
know there is talent in this village that could produce 
such a monthly publication - but cli‘quism and backbit- 
ing within the group producing the publication drives 
them away. Also need I mention the Bar Hill website? 
A gallant effort - but that is all it is. The publication and 
website should be turned over to a much younger group 
of people. Maybe even the final year of the local junior 
school. Both need enthusiasm and vision which sadly 


they both currently lack. 

It is in the interests of all residents that Bar Hill house 
prices are similar to those around us. The current 
ongoing malaise in prices is not due to the quality of the 
housing stock, nor the lack of facilities available within 
the village - many of the surrounding villages have far 
less. No - it is all down to the perception people have of 
Bar Hill. We can turn this around but it takes a will to 
do it. Good publicity and good promotion could, within 
a year or so, make Bar Hill a place that people fight to 
come to. All residents would benefit, not only from a 
substantial increase in the value of their houses but also 
in being proud to say "I live in Bar Hill".

Dear Dave 

Margaret Sellars, the editor of the Bar Hill News, has 
passed on to me a copy of your letter as she considers that 
it contains several points to which I, as chairman of the 
Residents' Association should respond. Your allegation 
that you have seen nothing but decline in the village over 
the last twenty years is, in my opinion, totally without 
foundation. In that time, a new village hall has been built, 
which is one of the finest in Cambridgeshire, a new 
church centre has been constructed as the capacity of the 
original was inadequate, there is an all-weather sports 
pitch which is used every day of the week as well as a 
well-stocked branch library. Also, although the number of 
children attending the school has fallen as a result of 
demographic factors, it still fulfils its role as a community 
school open to village activities in the evenings as it has 
for the last forty years. This is not evidence of a village in 
decline. With regard to the old barber's shop, how many 
more times has it to be re-iterated that the Parish Council 
has had no legal access to the site in order to demolish it? 

I have lived in Bar Hill for twice as long as you have and 
have seen it grow from about 200 houses around a school 
to the vibrant community which exists today. This has 
been achieved as a result of the efforts of the people who 
live here. I believe I have played my part in this process. 
You must ask yourself in making your criticisms how 
often you have attended Parish Council meetings to find 
out more about the issues affecting the village, the 
Annual Parish Meetings or the Committee Meetings and 
Annual General Meetings of the Residents’ Association at 
which the Bar Hill News is always on the Agenda. 

I sympathise with the view that Bar Hill would be a better 
place to live if it wasn't for the A14. But upgrading the 
road is a Highways Agency matter determined by 
Government funding. You are probably quite unaware 
that inconveniences encountered by the recent re- 
surfacing of the Al4 and the flyover were ameliorated by 
action by County Councillor John Reynolds and myself. 
That there is only one access road in and out of the 
village is an old fallacy. There are, in fact, two, with other 
flyovers two miles to the north and one to the south. 
Although it is not strictly true that there has never been an 
occurrence of traffic being unable to leave or enter the 
village, these have been exceptionally rare and of short 
duration. As regards another road from Dry Drayton, it is 
not because the people there do not want their tranquillity 
disturbed but to deter heavy goods traffic using country 
roads as ‘rat runs’. Lolworth may be described as 
‘landlocked’ by the A14, but in the four years that I have 
represented the village I have spoken to no one there who 


wants a road to Bar Hill.

In many respects you are correct in stating that Tesco's 

attitude towards the village has been unacceptable. I, 

personally, resent the allegation and retort bitterly 

when people call Bar Hill 'the Tesco Village’ and 

invite those who see no other aspect of it to have a 

closer look. It is, perhaps, not always understood that 

many decisions are not in the hands of the local 
manager (who changes about every 12-18 months). 

Recent contact with the manager has resulted in an 

explanation why the trolleys in Bar Hill do not need a 

‘coin in the slot’ to release them (they lose too few of 

them!) and more attention to rubbish collection. 

Tesco's ‘support’ for last year's fete was, indeed, 

insulting but, this year, as a result of contact with their 

head office and the local management, I am confident 
that they may see the error of their ways. 

You, and others who criticise the Bar Hill News in 

comparing it with the publications from other villages 

fail to understand its purpose: 

e It is published monthly; most other village 
magazines are either bi-monthly or quarterly. 

e The advertising, comprising about half its content, 
pays for the Village Fete and the Fireworks 
evening. It could be more professionally produced 
and printed, on better paper with illustrations. The 
Committee considers this each year and the broad 
analysis this year was that the cost of doing this 
would take up all the revenue from advertising. 
There would be no money left for the Bar Hill 
Fete, the Fireworks Evening or to go to village 
organisations. | would like to know who are the 
ex-Cambridge News editorial staff, ex-national 
newspaper journalists and book writers driven 
away by the clique-ism and back-biting within the 
committee (of which, as chairman, I am com- 
pletely unaware). If you know of these people, 
please urge them to come forward and give their 
advice. Or let me know who they are so that I can 
approach them. 

e Why, format excepted, does it not promote a 
vibrant and exciting village? All village organisa- 
tions and representatives are free to contribute - 
this is not always the case with other village 
newsletters. Moreover, their contributions are 
edited only for grammar, spelling and libellous 
comment, not for content. 

e Your proposal that its production should be taken 
over by the final year at the school is surely 
facetious and deserves no other comment.

The perception that people from other villages have of 
Bar Hill has always been an irritant. I have rebutted 
derogatory comments about the village whenever I hear 
them. Have you? In the 1970’s, residents sought to 
counter this by displaying stickers, 'l love Bar Hill’ on 
their cars, which were seen as far afield as Scotland, 
London and South Wales. You must remember that Bar 
Hill serves a transient population, those who have to 
move every few years because of employment or family 
commitments. Houses, therefore, change hands more 
frequently than in other villages, so that supply tends to 
exceed demand. The statement made as long ago as 1973 
that people arrived in Bar Hill because houses were 
cheaper than those in Cambridge but were afterwards 
loath to leave is generally true today; I know of several 
families who remained in Bar Hill because it was an 
excellent place in which to bring up children and those 
children are now living here with families of their own. 
Many families have left Bar Hill only to return, finding 
there are few better places in which to live.

BUS PASSES

COUNCIL TAX 


The District Council is proposing to increase the 
Council Tax for District Council purposes by 4.9% to 
£107.27 per Band D property. The Council Tax and 
reserves will meet the net cost of services, such as 
planning, environmental health, refuse collection and 
community services. A separately financed account is 
kept for the management, repair and maintenance of 
Council housing. For a Band D dwelling the annual 
Council tax will be £1,357.32 which consists of,

FLY TIPPING 


Two people from Sawston have been ordered to pay 
over £700 in costs and fines, and now have criminal 
records after being convicted of fly tipping over 20 bags 
of household waste.

Footpath To Lolworth 

If you walk along the footpath to Lolworth please be 
aware that the farmer, through whose field the path 
passes, is asking that dogs be kept under control on the 
path, or on a lead. He informs the Parish Council that 
this is not just to prevent damage but also for practical 
safety reasons as slug pellets and chemical sprays are 
used on the crops. It seems that it would be in walkers' 
and dogs' interests to heed this advice. 

In addition, the farmer says, walkers are regularly using 
the fields around Bar Hill and he would like to remind 
these walkers that this is private property and not 
public land. The farm is part of the Government's 
Environmental Stewardship Scheme whereby green 
corridors around the edge of fields and streams are left 
untouched to encourage wild birds, animals and 
flora. It is a specific requirement of the scheme that 
these areas are not traversed and hence walkers on 
these strips are breaking both trespass laws and these 
environment regulations.

Illegal parking of Heavy Commercial Vehicles 
(HCV’s) 


Resident will know of the growing problems being 
experienced not only in Bar Hill but many other 
villages alongside the Al4. This issue is being increas- 
ingly raised by Parish Councils at local Neighbourhood 
Policing Panels. 
The Police were asked last November to take action 
and have carried out a number of enforcement actions 
- against HCV drivers for 
illegal parking and 
— other offences in Bar 
Hill and surrounding 
¥ villages. 
The problem of HCV’s 
has been exacerbated by the closure of the Alconbury 
Truck stop, which accommodated nearly 200 lorries 
every night. It is not always the fault of drivers but of 
the lack of suitable stopping facilities along a road that 
carries over 20,000 HCV’s a year. 
At the last Neighbourhood Policing Panel in February I 
was asked to lead a countywide campaign to find a 
solution to this problem. To date I have met or 
spoken to a number of regional and national organisa- 
tions and we hope to hold a workshop in April to 
explore the problems and identify solutions.
